Are 
the gums and lips pale. showing 
anaemia, A dark line along the 
gums might indicate lead poison- 
ing.

I: there a general redness 
und congestion, or is it only 
local? Are the tonsils present, 
are they swollen and inflamed? 
Are they covered with spots orsa 
membrane? Have they pus in 
them, are they causing obstruc- 
tion to breathing?

HE nose is investigated for 

obstruction by bone spurs or 
congested turbinates, inflanima- 
tion or for Gisease. We look in 
the ear to see if the channel is 
blocked with wax, whether there 
gre any little boils and if the 
drum is inflamed or bulging. 

Wa look at the eyes to see the 
condiiion of the pupils, whether 
dilated or contracted. Then we 
covcr “hem up, shutting out the 
light for a few minutes, then 
suddenly cxpose them to light to 
determine how they react to 
light and whether each one re- 
acts the same as the other. This 
may show if there is any eye 
trouble. 

We tap on the tendon just be- 
low the knee cap to test the re- 
flexes or nerve response. Stand- 
ing erect with the eyes closed, 
the patient is asked to perform 
variou; simple actions that may 
disclose certain unhealthy or dis- 
eased conditions of the spinal 
cord. 


We take a drop of blood from 
the lobe of the ear or end of 
finger and compare the color of 
the blood with that of a colored 
scale to determine the per cent 
of hemoglobin. Then we take a 
sample of blood to be sent to the 
laboratory to be examined for 
red an@ white corpuscle count. 


All this time we have been ob- 
serving the patient, his actions, 
color, attitude, and mental re- 
sponse, gaining a great deal of 
knowledge to help determine his 
physical, mental, or nervous con- 
dition.

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SIMPLE CREAMS 
AND TONICS CAN 
BE HOME MADE 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


OME of the beauty aids on 
your dressing table might well 
have thei origin in your kitchen 
if you enjoy making things for 
yourself, or if you cannot afford 
to experiment until -you find the 
creams and tonics best suited for 
your skin. 

The really complicated cos- 
metics like tissue creams and 
corrective preparations had best 
be jeft to expert chemists and 
manufacturers, but there is no 
renson why the simple things 
cen not be made at home when- 
ever vou feel Jik’. Get out your 
little class custard cups, a tiny 
rotary egg beate> and an enamel 
double boiler and begin. 

You will need a cake of cocoa 
butter. a tube of toilet lanoline, 
end a bottle of mineral oil or 
olive oil for an excellent soften- 
ing cream for the very dry skin. 
Shave some of the cocoa butter 

into small 
pieces and 
melt before 
measuring. 
Set into. «a 
pan of hot 
water to keep 
hot. You will 
needtwo 
other small 
containers, 
Tito. Senve 
pour three 
‘ab Jespoous 
of tne lano- 
line and into 
‘the other 
three table- 
spoons of the olive oil or mineral 
oil. 

When the oils have been thor- 
oughly heated, pour into a larger 
dish or double boiler, measuring 
out three tablespoons of the 
melted cocoa butter, and adding 
to the other ingredients. Take 
the small ege beater and beat the 
o.is together as the» cool, so they 
form a creamy, finffy white mass. 
Put into a sterilized jar and keep 
in a cool place until all has been 
used, This is .an_ inexpensive 
cream, since you will get three 
or four batches of cream from 
your original investment. 


If your skin is normal—or in- 
clined to be a little dry—you can 
make a simple skin tonic as fol- 
lows: Put a pint of water into a 
clean pan and boil five minutes. 
Just before the time is up add 
tw6d heaping teaspoons boric acid 
powder and when _ thoroughly 
dissolved pour the hot solution 
into a clean bottle and stop witlr 
clean, absorbent cotton. Use as 
much of this as you wish with an 
equal amount of witch hazel and 
a few drops of eau de Cologne. 
Chill thoroughly before using for 
best results. 

The oilier skin will bepefit by 
& simple home made astringent. 
Break a fresh egg and separate 
the white from the yolk. Pour 
the white into a small bottle and 
to it add one ounce of rose wster. 
Cork the bottle and shak? vigor- 
ously. If you keep this in a cor- 
ner of the refrigerator it will 
keep for about a week, when you 
should mix a fresh supply. 

Use the astringent each night 
after cleansing, rinse with cold 
water and dry, then brush on an 
application of the lotion. Let dry 
and apply more. Leave on for 
half an hour, then rinse off with 
cool water and give the skin a 
swift going-over with a piece of 
ice wrapped in a piece of gauze 
or old linen.

If 
the hairs are dark and heavy, 
you had better’ pull them out 
with the wax depilatory, or have 
them removed by. an expert 
electrolysis operator.

» Albert.C. Ritchie, of Maryland, Is Back to Private 
,; Life, But Most People Do Not Expect 
> Him to Stay There 


: 
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N PRIVATE life for the first. 
time. in nearly twenty years, 
Albert C. Ritchie of Maryland— 
it doegn’t seem right to leave off 
the “Governor’—smilingly says 
he has gone back to the practice 
of law. But his eyes shine.as he 
makes tiie statement and his 
hearers wonder if he isn’t think- 
ing about making a comeback as 
Governor four years hence or 
trying again for the Presidential 
nomination in 36. 
Governor — pardon — Mr. Rit- 
chie has served four terms as the 

--head man of Maryland. Last 
November friends tried to make 
him run for U. S. Senator. but 
he preferred the governorship. 
He lost. Howeyer, Ritchie has a 
strong political organization of 
his gwn, atid no one believes he 
is doomed to obscurity. 

- "Phe. ex-governor. has always 
been prominent in Maryland. Al- 
though he was born in Richmond, 
Virginia. in 1876, his father was 
Supréme Court Judge Albert Rit-. 
chie of Baltimore, The son spent 
his early days in Baltimore. and 
after attending “private schools 
there “he entered Johns Hopkins 
University, being graduated in 
1896. He later received an LL.B. 
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degree from the University of 
Maryland and began his practice 
of law. 

In 1910 he was appointed as- 
sistant general counsel to the 
Public Service Commission of 
Baltimore. His excellent wor in 
‘this post brought him election, 
in 1915, as Attorney-General for 
the State. President Wilson ap- 
pointe’. him general counse! to 
the War Industries Board in 1918, 
and 4 year later he was elected 
Governor of Maryland. He began 
his: duties in 1920; from then 
until now he has grown and 
made his job so important that 
he has become a national figure 
in the ranks of the Democratic 
Party. 

Ritchie came out strongly 
against prohibition, holding out 
for individual state preferences 
on the question. His plan cf ac- 
tion is the one substantially 
adopted by the whole country. 
He remains a champion of s.ates’ 
rights. : 

Ritchie is a vigorous type, 
handsome, slightly florid. white 
haired, unmarried, and given to 
living an outdoor life when he 
gets the opportunity, although he 
fits well in any drawing rocm.

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Avocados Are Fast Becoming 
Frait Standby In Households 


By JUDITH WILSON 


Frur lovers who rcbel at the 
lack of variety in the fruits 
available -during the winter 
months will appreciate having 
avocados served frequently. The 
avocado is a relatively newcomer 
to the markets, but in the past 
few years has become increas- 
ingly popular and increasingly 
plentiful with the result that 
the price is modest enough for 
the ordinary food budget. 

The avocado (or alligator pear) 
when properly ripened has mid, 
rich, buttery flesh a slight cream 
shading to pale green 1n coloring. 
The flesh surrounds a sinjle 
large pit, and is covered by a 
leathery skin a bright green or 
brownish green in color. In se- 
lecting avocados pick those that 
yield slightly to the pressure of 
the entire hand, but that are free 
from soft spots. 

Since the flavor of the avocado 
*is so bland it combines well with 
oranges, grapefruit, pineapple 
and other definitely flavored 
foods. When served alone pass 
wedges of lemon and the salt 
shaker to give the avocado char- 
acter and bring out its delicate 
flavor. Here are recipes that will 
brighten up your family meals 
or make you famous as a hostcss, 


Avocado with Crabftlakes 
Halve two small avocados and 
remove the pits. Dip the cut 
edges in jemon juice to prevent 
discoloration and put in the re- 
frigerator to chill. Mix one and 
one-fourth cups shredded crin- 
flakes with one-hali cup fi ely 
chopped celery, one-fourth -a- 
spoon salt, a pinch of white 7 -p- 
per and a few drops of or n 
juice or a little finely grated 
onion. Toss lightly with one- 
fourth cup Mexican sauce and 
fill the avocado halves. Garnish 
with chopped hard-cooked egg 
whites on one side and sieved 
yolks on the other. Place two 
narrow strips of pimiento in the 
center. Serve on a bed of lettuce 
with wedges of lemon. This 
makes four generous servings. 
Mexican Sauce 
one-half cup canned 
tomatoes, one-fourth cup chili 
sauce, two tablespoons grated
